W hile McKeighan was not a 
candidate for office in the election 
he took a prominent part in the 
campaign in support of Louis Mc­ 
Gregor, Republican candidate for 
prosecutor, and D elbert D, Wool- 
ey, candidate for state represen­ 
tative. Both candidates were elect­ 
ed by slender margins. 
The mayor is the eleventh per­ 
son arrested as the result of the 
inquiry, which Is reported to have 
discovered more than 1200 faked 
ballots at three of the city’s poll­ 
ing places. 
Tho w arrant against 
McKeig&n charged that genuine 
ballots were stolen 
from

booths and others, which turned 
the tide of the election, substitut­ 
ed.

Chicago, Sep t 27—(ZP)—A referee 
in bankruptcy delving into the af­

Daily said, has not 
been repaid, although it was under­ 
stood that Shepherd was to repay 
the money and turn over to the 
company for investment the $2,000,- 
000 McClintock estate.

under terms of a will drawn only 
a few days before McClintock died, 
was given virtually the entire es­ 
tate but relatives of McClintock 
are contesting the will and the es­ 
tate still is involved to litigation.

(Jf)— A federal investigation into 
rumors of the use of liquor at the 
fraternity parties at the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan was urged by 
President Clarence Cook L ittle in 
a letter today to Dean 
Joseph 
Bursley. 
W hile stating that he bellved 
the reports were “grossly exag­ 
gerated," Dr. Little said an in­ 
vestigation by federal agents “to 
establish the correctness or incor­ 
rectness of the rumors in ques­ 
tion ," was desired. 
The university president 
sug­ 
gested that the fraternities 
and 
their alum ni; the student council 
and the 
university 
authorities 
should join in making the request 
for a federal investigation, stat­ 
ing that they should welcome an 
opportunity to prove that the ru­ 
mors were not founded on fact." 
Dr. 
Cook wrote that “ lf the 
m atter could be brought to a head 
by October IO or 16, 
I should 
think th at it woald be of more 
value th at it would be at a later 
d ate." 
Reports Exaggerated, Belief 
"E v er since coming to Michi­ 
gan," Dr. L ittle said, " I have been 
conscious of the harm done the 
University by rumors of drink­ 
ing and uncontrolled behavior at 
fraternity dances and house par­ 
ties. 
" I know that we have all co­ 
operated in efforts to meet the 
situation and we believe the re­ 
ports are grossly 
exaggerated. 
Nevertheless, I have been repeat­ 
edly asked by students, 
alumni, 
and citizens of the state why no 
effort is made to check up on the 
situation. 
“ In my opinion the university 
is not the agent to conduct such 
an investigation, although for the 
protection of the fraternities as 
well as itself, it should, in my 
opinion, see that such an investi­ 
gation is made.’’ 
Dr. Cook suggested that 
the 
Department of Ju stice be reques­ 
ted that one or more federal ag 
ents be delegated to Ann

He was ordered 
at the point of a gun to get out 
of his m achine and into the one 
occupied by the quartet. A scuf­ 
fle ensued in which the 
sisters 
came to the aid of their brother. 
Uteri* was struck on the head 
with the butt of a gun. 
B arn s Not Critical 
Hendrickson told officers that 
after he was thrown into the au­ 
tomobile his abductors drove for 
probably 15 minutes and stopped 
in what appeared to be a barn 
yard. Inside the barn, Hendrick­ 
son said, he was thrown into an 
oat bin and his shirt torn open at 
the neck. 
Then, with taunts at “a man 
who would take an honest man’s 
jo b ,” one of the quartet poured 
hot tar onto his body. He was tak­ 
en back to the car and after driv­ 
ing for about an hour and a half 
his captors took him out and plac­ 
ed him at the side of the road, 
still bound. A blanket was put ov­ 
er him. He worked his way free 
and made his w ar to the farm of 
W illis Steinbach, who took him 
home this morning.

SEVEN YEARS ago, when the 
Republican party took over the 
m anagement of the governm ent, 
more than 
5,000,000 
American 
workmen were unemployed.

United States Bureau of 
Labor 
Statistics, in a report to congress, 
stated that, of this number 
of 
jobless men, 3,900.000 were or­ 
dinarily employed in m anufactur­ 
ing industries. 250,000 in mining 
industries, 800,000 in transporta­

m estic and personal service. The

Children who 
take over a quart a day w ill be 
satisfied so that they often do not 
care for other needed foods. Oc­ 
casionally even a quart of milk 
w ill do this. 
In such cases, the 
milk has to be cut down to as 
low as a pint and som etim es less. 
. Evidently your baby has a very 
w ell developed w ill 
power, 
and 
you may have to let ber go quite 
hungry until she will take solid 
foods. 
Offer them to her without 
milk or broth, and if she does not 
take them , take them away and 
do not allow her anything except 
water— not even the m ilk— until 
the next meal time. 
She will un­ 
doubtedly cry and be 
unhappy 
and you w ill be unhappier, hut 
you w ill have to persist. 
Warn 
your neighbors so they won’t re­ 
port 
you to the S. P. C. C. 
lf 
possible, have this starvation per­ 
iod supervised by a physician. 


On such a meager diet as your y 
baby is getting it may be possi­ 
ble that he has incipient scurvy 
and rickets, both of which would 
make him anem ic, 
his 
muscles 
weak and sore; 
and 
he 
might 
have a sore mouth from the s u r ­ 
vey, which would m ake bim re­ 
ject solid foods. But his inability 
to talk, to say only 
‘m ama’ 
and 
‘papa’ at the age of alm ost two 
and a half years, does make it 
seem that he is m entally retarded. 
But I wouldn’t give up hope. Yes, 
the eclam psia m ight have caused 
it. 
Eclam psia is preventable in the 
m ajority of cases. 
Our pamphlet 
on the 
diet 
during 
pregnancy 
and nursing goes into 
this 
sub­ 
ject.) 
You m ight have to do as I ad­ 
vised Mrs. R. above for his eating 
habits. 
And please take 
that 
walker 
away from him! 
These contrap­

good. I have had many com plaints 
from mothers that children who 
use them will not walk alone, for 
they do not give the children a 
chance to develop 
and 
depend 
upon their own m uscles.

for Analyzing Soil 


East Lansing, Mich.— A rapid. 
sim ple, inexpensive method 
for 
m aking a m echanical analysis of 
soils, which gives land owners an 
Idea of their usefulness and here­ 
tofore has taken w eeks to accom ­ 
plish, has been worked out 
by 
George J. Bouyoueos of the Mich­ 
igan agricultural experim ent sta­ 
tion. 
By using a soil dispersing ma­ 
chine, a soil hydrom eter and 
a 
special cylinder which cost about 
$25, he has been able 
to 
make 
satisfactory analyses in 15 m in­ 
utes which show 
the 
relative 
am ounts of sand, silt and clay or 
colloids In the specim ens exam ­ 
ined. 
W here it is desired merely 
to determ ine the proportions of 
the combined sands and the com ­ 
bined silt and clay, only one m in­ 
ute is required. 
“The results obtained by the 
hydrometer m ethod,’* 
he 
says, 
“ have been compared with 
the 
results of the m echanical analysis 
method on 30 different soils. The 
m echanical analysis on these soils 
was performed by 
the 
United 
States bureau of soils. 
“ Both m ethods agree in 
the 
combined sand, coarse silt, and 
clay, or colloids, but 
they 
dis­ 
agree in the finer slit. 
The me­ 
chanical analysis classes this fine 
silt with th e coarse silt, whereas 
the hydrom eter method classes it 
with the clay, because It has more 
af the characteristics of clay." 
From an academic standpoint, 
he concedes, “ we are not justified 
I in classing the finer silt with the 
' elmy, or colloids, but, 
logically, 
there may be justification for it.” 
w hen som e of the silt has 
the 
sam e characteristics as clay. 
In 
many questions of soils, he holds. 
“it seem s to be more desirable 
to have due regard for facts rath­ 
er than to insist on academ ic and 
arbitrary rules.”

Mountain Streams 
Used for Irrigation 


Burley, Idaho (/p)—Streams of 
underground water, fed 
by 
the 
melting snow on mountain peaks, 
are being studied here by engineers 
and geologists in an effort to con­ 
nect irrigation system s with the 
subterranean flow. 
Reclamation officials are inclined 
to believe that there are many lo­ 
calities where this plan can be ap­ 
plied successfully, 
lf the surface 
slope approximates 30 feet to the 
mile and the water table lies at a 
depth not greater than 12 feet, the 
plan may be profitably used, they 
say. 
H. F. Deardorff, a farmer living 
in the Raft river valley of southern 
Idaho, developed 
the 
idea. 
He 
sank test wells to find the height 
of the water table at different sea­ 
sons and pumped from these test 
holes to ascertain the volume of 
flow. 
The trench was started from 
a point desirable for an irrigation 
stream and followed a straight line 
up the slop© to the Toothily, gradu­ 
ally growing deeper as it progress­ 
ed. 
When the trench reached a depth 
of five or six feet, about BO rods 
from the starting point, it began 
to fill with 
underground 
water. 
Thereafter the bottom of the trench 
was maintained at water level and 
continued up the slope. 
Digging 
was stopped 75 rods 
from 
the 
starting point, with the ditch eight 
feet deep, and a 
full 
irrigation 
stream coursed into the farm land 
below.

SAYS AL SMITH 


Democratic C a n d i d ate 
Again Assails Republi­ 
can Administration 


BY PAU L F. HAUPERT 
(Associated Press Staff W riter) 
St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 27—(/P)— 
In another assault on his Republi­ 
can opposition, Gov. Smith tonight 
held that the “fundamental w eak­ 
ness” of the Harding and Coolidge 
adm inistrations has been a lack of 
leadership. 
The Democratic presidential nom­ 
inee touched on the farm problem 
again assailing the Republicans for 
a failure to work out an effective 
relief program, and declared that 
there was a whispering campaign 
to m isrepresent his stand on in­ 
land waterway 
development 
and 
immigration. 
In a speech prepared for delivery 
in the St. Paul auditorium after 
spending much of the day in n ear­ 
by Minneapolis, Smith recalled that 
as governor of New York he had 
favored, like his Republican prede­ 
cessor, the so-called all-American 
route through the stale for a w ater­ 
way beteen the Great Lakes and 
the sea. 
H e reiterated, however, 
ih e rea d n ess, expressed in his ac- 
T A eptance speech, to be guided by 
the finding of engineering experts 
as between this route and the pro­ 
posed St. Lawrence river w ater­ 
way. 
Endorses Vetoed Bill. 
As for immigration, the Demo­ 
cratic candidate declared “there is 
no issue between either the parties 
or the candidate on the question 
I of sustaining and keep’ng in full 
force and effect the restricting fea­ 
tures of the present imm igration 
laws." 
"W here they are to be am ended 
for the relief of hardship,” he said, 
“we are in accord.” 
As in his speech last week in 
Omaha, Gov. Smith endorsed the 
principle of the vetoed McNary- 
Haugen bill, and contended th at “if 
there was any division of opinion 
in the United States with regard 
to the policy of putting agriculture 
en an economic equality with in­ 
dustry, it was the duty of the pres­ 
ident to iron out that difficulty.”

He insisted that the Republican 
party platform s In recent years had 
tailed to come out for development 
on the lakes to the Atlantic route 
in reference to the other, and quot­ 


ing H erbert H oover’s 
acceptance 
speech, contended that his oppon­ 
ent also had failed to take a clear­ 
cut stand in that controversy. 
With regard to imm igration the 
Democratic nominee said th at “the 
whispers would have the people 
believe th at I favor a letting down 
of the restricting bars and an open­ 
ing of the flood-gates that immi­ 
gration rtfay pour into the country. 
Nothing,” he added, “could be 
further from the truth.” 
The Democratic and Republican j 
platform planks on immigration, 
the New York governor asserted, 
both declare, in different language, 
for preservation of laws limiting 
immigration. 
The Republicans, he went on, 
“speak of am endm ents to the immi­ 
gration laws which would do away 
with undue hardships that deprive 
the im m igrant of the comfort of 
society of those bound by close 
family ties.” 
“The Democratic platform pro­ 
vides for the same th ir^ in differ­ 
ent language. The Republican can­ 
didate in his speech of acceptance 
parallels the Republican platform 
with relation to unnecessary hard­ 
ships upon families, but he further 
says: 
“As a m em ber of the commission 
whose duty it is to determ ine the 
quota basis under 
the 
national 
origins laws, I have found it im­ 
possible to do so accurately and 
without hardship. 
“With this,’’ Smith 
added, 
“I 
agree.” 
H its Party History. 
In developing his contention that 
during the last two Republican ad­ 
ministrations the presidents have 
failed to show 
a 
leadership 
of 
thought of the American people, 
Gov. Smith declared: 
“Because of lack of such leader­ 
ship in the national ad m in istrat’on, 
not one large, constructive achieve­ 
ment can be pointed to in the rec­ 
ord of the last seven and a half 
years: and if the American people

minds they can see this is sharp 
contrast 
with the 
Wilson

and Roosevelt were leaders. 
"The whole history of the last

Republican 
adm inistrations 
suggests that some hidden control, 
strongly reactionary, in its tenden­ 
cies toward the great questions of 
the government, has been in a posi­ 
tion to dictate party policy from 
behind the scenes and delay the 
progress of the great public devel­ 
opments which in te rfe re d with its 
plans or program. 
For that reason 
prominent m embers of the Repub'i- 
can party have walked out of its 
ranks and openly declared hostility 
to their party 
and 
disagreement 
with its reactionary tendencies.”
